CONGRESS READY TO ACT
FOR ENDING OF CRIME
WAVE IN WASHINGTON

With Washington's crime wave un-
der consideration in the Senate Dis-
trict Committee when it met today,
members of the committes expressed
the hope that all citizems of the Dis-
triect would join in the maintenance
of order, It was regarded that con-
tinuation of race riots and the crimes
leading to them would be a national
disgrace.

Congressman Reed, of the House
District Committee, said that although
the House committes was not in ses-
slon today, it would join with the
Senate committiee in any action it saw
fit. to suppress disorders in Washy
ington. ‘

Senator Sherman, of the Ssnate Dis=
trict Committee, declared the com-
mittes had taken no steps in regard
to the matter beyond a general dis-
cussion of it

Major Pullman, Superintendent of
Police, communicated with the com-
mittes this morning. He offered his
services at any time, but the commit-
tee at a late hour had not decided to
summon him to appear before it.

Senator Sherman dsclared the time
had come when responsible officials
would have to take a firm hand in

controlling disorders in the District
for the protection of the public. For
such crimes to continue in the National
Capital, he declared would be regard-
ed as & national disgrace in the eyes
of the country,

He sald he was In favor of the com-
